REV. GEO, B. RESSER'S DEATH. 


By An Accident—St«]»ped on au Insecure 


Board on Scaffolding of His Now Church 


—Fell JTorty Feet to l>enth. 


A terrible accident occurred la&t Tues- 


day afternoon at the new Emanuel He- 
formed church in Hanover, now in course 
of construction, which resulted iu the 
death of the beloved pastor of that congre- 
gation, the Eev. George J3. Kesser. 


Workmen were busy making prepara- 


tions for erecting the large stone cross on 
the top of a peak on the front of the build- 
ing. They had put together a temporary 
scaffold for the purpose. 
Fifteen minutes 


later Bev. Mr. Keeser, while on this scaf- 
fold, stepped upon the end of a board, 
which tilted, precipitating him to the 
ground below, a distance of 40 feet. 


The unfortunate man was carried to his 


home about a half square above tbe church, 
on tbe same street, m an unconacioua con- 
dition, where he died 20 minutes later 
without having regained consciousness. 


News of the deplorable occurrencespread 


rapidly, and occasioned expressions of sor- 
row and profound regret. 


The deceased was a son of Geoi %a EBB- 


ser, of Wayneaboro, Ta., and waa aged 
about 50 years. He was a graduate of 
Franklin aud Marshall College, and grad- 
uated from Franklin and Marshall Semi- 
nary in 1881, after which bo preached at 
the following charges : Fairfieid, Adams 
county, and at St. John's Keformed 
church, Lebanon, Pa. 


He went to Hanover June 1, 1S01, suc- 


ceeding Eev. Dr. J. C. Bowman as pastor 
of Emanuel Keformed church. He was 
elected President of the Potomac Synod of 
the Eeforrned'church la^t year, which of- 
fice he held up to the laat meeting of the 
Synod in Mercersburg a few months ago. 


About 15 years ago Kev. Mr. Eeseer was 


united in marriage to Miss Grace Motter, 
of Ernmitaburg, Md., who turvives him. 
He ia also survived by his parents, iu 
Waynaaboro, and several brotheis and eie- 
tere.

Greatest 
Havoc Done in Piltsburg and 
Western Pennsylvania. 


il mo»t disastrous atorm and fl lod made 


havoc .Saturday in Pittsburg aud other

Eivera rote to an unprecedented height, 


houses were washed away and hundreds 
of inmates were driven to take refuge in 
boats and on rafta. 
Loss of lives waa re- 


ported at various points. 


The damage from the lloud directly will 


not fall below $1,000,000, while the [oases 
indirectly will run into the millions. 
The railroads estimate their property losses 
at $400,000, aud the damage to dealers aud 
mills make up the remaining $500,000. 


Following the rainy cume a tremendous 


snowfall, which reached from Canada to 
Atlanta, with ita western border less than 
a hundred miles from Cincinnati. 
By its 


mere weight aud by the force of the wind 
in many places there waa almost a com 
plete paraly&ia of all wiree communication 
across the anow belt yeaterday. Frotn t2 
to 15 inches of snow hea over Eastern 
Ohio, ^sothern Pennsylvania and over 
the greater part of West Virginia and 
Eastern Kentucky. 


The Weather Buieau officials fear that 


with warmer weather the vast enow area 
will melt and add to the great volume of 
water and HO cause a flood of disastrous 
proportions to aweep down the Ohio 
Valley. 


Later conservative estimates of the total 


damage in the western part of Pennsylva- 
nia, is between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 
Fifty thousand workers are Buffering from 
enforced idleness. 
While there have been 


greater floods at this point there waa never 
one that caused ao much financial loss and 
discomforts, All tbe manufacturing planta 
on the river bank were in active operation 
working night and dcy, until th« risina 
water put out the fires and drove the 
workers to higher ground. Scores of big 
plante were flooded.

the progress of the war. 
The lessons 


Uiigbt witn a full meaning and which 
have recently come to my knowledge sug- 
gest with irrecmtible force that a com- 
plete termination of hofctilitiee and ladtmg 
peace ie not only desirable, but absolutely 
esiPiitial to the welfare of the Philippine 
lelund^. ^ 


"'1 he Fiilipinos have never been dismay- 


ed by their wpa'intas, or have they Inhered 
in following me puth pointed out bv their 
fortitude and courage. The tune haa come, 
however, in which they find their advance 
along thifi path to be impeded by an irre 
diatible force, which, while it n-etraiiiB 
them, yetenlightenb their ruinda andopeua 
to tuem another course, presenting them 
the cause of peace. 


"After mature deliberation I resolutely 


proclaim to the world that I cannot re- 
fuse to heed the voice ol a people longing 
for peaM nor the lamentations of tliou 
eaud-of families yearning to see their dear 
ones enjoying the liberty aud the promised 
generosity of the great American nation. 


"By acknowledging and accepting the 


sovereignty of the United States through- 
out the Phillipine archipelago, as I now 
do, and without any reservation whatso- 
ever, 1 believe that 1 am serving tbee, my 
beloved country.
